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Allen County ARES Simulated 
Emergency Test on October 10 


The Allen County Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service (ARES) will con- 
duct a simulated emergency test (SET) 
on October 10. The incident will occur 
between 11:00 a.m. and 1:00 p.m., but 
the specific time will not be announced 
in advance so the activation will more closely occur as 
in a real incident rather than a planned event. All ARES 
members are expected to participate and other licensed 
operators are encouraged to participate in the call-out 
net. Assignments will be based on the incident needs, 
operator resources, and operator skill. 


This SET has several objectives; 

1) Measure real-time incident response during live 
activation 

2) Demonstrate capability to link all 5 area hospitals 
and test their antenna systems 

3) Test and assess coordination between CERT and 
ARES during a neighborhood disaster assessment 
scenario 

4) Test and assess multi-county ARES coordination 
using voice and digital modes 


Per instructions from Tony Langer, W9AL, the Indiana 
ARES Section Emergency Coordinator, participating 
stations may not use utility power to run their stations. 
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If you are assigned to a facility with an installed and 
functioning backup power source which could be used 
during loss of utility power, then you will be allowed to 
operate from the grid for the proposed scenario. Stations 
operating from residences may use batteries or alternative 
power sources such as gas generators. 


All ARES members should prepare a 24 hour kit prior to 
the SET. Make certain to include fully charged backup 
batteries for HT’s and a county-wide road map. Many 
of the assignments will require driving to a location and 
operating for up to 4 hours. Refer to the Allen County 
Volunteer Emergency Communication Plan for other 
items to include in your 24 hour kit. Plan accordingly 
and be prepared for a variety of situations. Participate in 
the weekly ARES net on Tuesdays at 9:00 p.m. on the 
146.94 repeater for updates.

Faster Than a Speeding Pigeon? 


». from The ARRL Letter — In South 
Africa, an information technology 
company proved that it was faster for 
them to transmit data with a carrier 
pigeon than to send it using Telkom, 
the country’s leading Internet service 
provider. Internet speed and connectivity in Africa’s 
largest economy are poor due to a shortage of bandwidth 
and its high cost. Local news agency SAPA reported that 
on September 9, an 11 month old pigeon named Winston 
took 68 minutes to fly the 50 miles from Unlimited 
IT’s offices near Pietermaritzburg to the coastal city of 
Durban with a data card strapped to his leg. Including 
downloading, the transfer took two hours, six minutes 
and 57 seconds -- the time it took for only four percent 
of the data to be transferred using a Telkom line. SAPA 
said Unlimited IT performed the stunt after becoming 
frustrated with slow internet transmission times. The 
company has 11 call centers around the country and 
regularly sends data to its other branches. Internet 
speed is expected to improve once a new 11,000 mile 
underwater fiber optic cable linking southern and East 
Africa to other networks becomes operational before 
South Africa hosts the soccer World Cup next year.

ARRL Logbook of the World

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the ARRL Logbook of the 
World (ARRL LotW) as a 
means of confirming QSL’s 
electronically. Confirma- 
tions thru the ARRL LotW are the only means by 
which ARRL Awards (ARRL DXCC and ARRL 
WAS) may be confirmed as an alternative to actual 
gum OSL cards. The only requirement for U.S. amateurs 
to use the ARRL LotW is that you must be a current 
member of the ARRL if you wish to receive award 
credit. The Logbook of the World web site is located 
here. www.arrl.org/lotw 

To use the ARRL LotW you will need a personal 
computer and an internet connection. Windows, Mac and 
Linux operating systems are supported. The software for 
your operating system is available on the ARRL LotW 
web site. http://www.arrl.org/lotw/download.html 

The ARRL LotW first went live on September 15, 
2003. Today there are over 28,000 users on the system 
with active accounts. Over 232 million QSO records 
have been uploaded to the LotW and this has resulted in 
over 22 million QSL confirmations. The number of users 
with certificates on the ARRL LotW has tripled since I 
first setup my account in February 2005. 

Ok, you ask yourself why would I want to use the 
ARRL LotW? Well if you have done any direct QSL’s 
with any overseas stations, then you already know that 
the average cost of exchanging a single QSL card works 
out to about three dollars or more. That is for just ONE 
single card! Another problem with direct QSL’s is that 
some of the overseas postal services are not as efficient 
(or honest) as ours. I have received envelopes from 
oversea where the corners of the envelope have been 
cut off where dishonest postal workers are looking for 
currency in the envelopes. 

Another excellent feature of the ARRL LotW is that 
if you already have a DXCC account you will be able to

Would You Like To Participate In A Contest? 

Carl, K9LA and I were discussing the contest for 
this year. Once again we will be a running a multi/two 
station at Carl’s QTH on Pion Road. Last year we had 
six operators for the contest we would like to have more 
if possible. We were only able to operate 30 hours of the 
48 hour contest. 

If you have never particpated in a phone contest 
or if you have and would like the opportunity to do so 
as part of a team, please let Carl or I know that you are 
interested and would like to join us. 
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view all of your QSL’s on the system. If you received 
your DXCC prior to setting up your LotW account it is 
simply a matter of requesting that your LotW account 
be linked with your existing DXCC account(s). You 
will also want to request that your ARRL Worked All 
States (WAS) records be linked to your ARRL LotW 
account. All ARRL DXCC awards and contacts have 
been maintained by computer at the ARRL since the 
mid-1990’s. 

One other great thing about working another station 
that is using the ARRL LotW is you have the opportunity 
to have a confirmation in matter of minutes or hours. 
Recently I had a PSK31 contact with a station in Japan. 
During our QSO we discovered we were both LotW us- 
ers. Within two hours I had a confirmation of our QSO 
(QSL) on the LotW system. 

Today nearly all of the logging programs provide 
a method for uploading your QSO data to the ARRL 
LotW. My logging software (DXKeeper) lets me upload 
QSO data whenever I wish. DXKeeper also maintains a 
record of the QSL confirmations and tracks awards and 
countries (entities) that have been worked. It does this 
by synchronizing with the QSL confirmations on the 
ARRL LotW via the internet. 

Applying for awards with the LotW is a very simple 
operation and is fully explained in the LotW documen- 
tation on the web site. Therefore I won’t go into detail 
here. But, you do have to purchase credits for each QSL 
you wish to confirm for an award submission. Depend- 
ing on how many credits you purchase the price varies 
from fifteen to twenty-five cents per credit. This is in 
addition to the award fee. 

When you are applying for an award (i.e. DXCC 
or WAS) it is not necessary that all of the QSL’s be on 
the LotW. You can have a combination of QSL cards 
and LotW confirmations. In fact my first DXCC award 
in 2006 was 48 LotW confirmations and 52 QSL cards. 
I worked with Carl Luetzelschwab, K9LA as our local 
ARRL DXCC card checker to complete the submission 
for the award.
